169  lives  were  lost  including  19 
children  who  were  in  a  daycare  center,  located  in  the 
epicenter  of  the  blast.  The  main  suspect  who  caused  this 
horrible  tragedy  was  American  Timothy  McVeigh.  McVeigh 
was  apprehended  after  a  police  officer  pulled  his  car  over 
for  not  having  a  license  plate. 

The  great  floods  of  the  Mississippi  river  engulfed  parts  of 
the  Midwest.  This  flood  was  said  to  have  been  one  of  the 
worst  floods  in  history.  Crops,  houses,  cars  and  lives  were 
washed  away  in  one  of  the  worst  floods  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States. 

Southern  California  also  fell  victim  to  a  horrible  flood.  A 
series  of  Pacific  storms  with  heavy  rains  hit  the  state  known 
for  its  beautiful  weather.

World  Cup  Soccer  is  one  of  the  biggest  sporting  events  in 
the  world.  The  World  Cup  takes  place  every  four  years  in 
a  different  host  city.  In  1994,  the  world  cup  was  hosted  in 
the  U.S.  The  U.S.  team  accomplished  one  of  the  biggest 
upsets  in  history  by  defeating  Columbia.  Brazil  and  Italy 
faced  each  other  in  the  finals.  At  the  end  of  regulation 
the  score  was  0-0.  They  played  in  sudden  death  over- 
time, and  neither  team  scored.  The  game  was  decided  by 
penalty  kicks.  Brazil  outscored  Italy  to  give  them  the 
victory. 

After  his  father's  tragic  death,  Michael  Jordan  retired 
from  basketball.  As  a  challenge,  this  talented  athlete 
played  for  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in  their  minor  league 
system.  Much  to  the  excitement  and  relief  of  basketball 
fans,  the  simple  statement,  "I'm  back,"  meant  that  he 
was  leaving  baseball  for  the  love  of  basketball. 

The  thrill  of  victory  was  apparent  for  tennis  superstar 
Andre  Agassi.  He  had  struggled  for  the  past  year  with  his 
tennis  game  and  many  critics  had  written  him  off.  Until 
1994,  when  he  made  the  comeback  of  his  life,  he  won  the 
U.S.  Open.  This  was  the  beginning  of  a  brilliant  career 
for  this  young  superstar. 

Superbowl  29  was  between  the  San  Francisco  49ers 
and  the  San  Diego  Chargers.  Behind  the  arm  of  Steve 
Young,  the  49ers  scored  early  and  often  on  January  29th 
to  defeat  the  Chargers  49-26.  For  the  49ers,  quarterback 
Steve  Young  was  named  the  game's  MVP.  He  passed  for 
325  yards  with  six  touchdown  passes.  With  his  six  touch 
down  passes,  he  surpassed  Joe  Montana's  record  of  five. 
With  this  effort,  Steve  Young  has  escaped  the  ghost  of  his 
predecessor,  Joe  Montana. 

Who  won  the  1994  World  Series?  Nobody!  In  1994, 
America's  favorite  past-time  came  to  a  hault  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  season.  Owners,  players  and  managers  battled 
over  salery  caps.  Fans  were  heartbroken  because  there 
was  not  a  salary  World  Series.

Making  History 


1994  marked  the  first  season  of  the 
women's  varsity  soccer  program.
